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‘SHE WANTED 
TO END THEIR 
SUFFERING’ 

Mum admits manslaughter, but is cleared of children’s murder 
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A severely depressed mother killed 
her three disabled children because 
she believed their quality of life 
“was more important than their 
longevity”, a court has heard. 

Tania Clarence, 42, suffocated 
twin sons Ben and Max, three, and 
Olivia, four, at the family’s home in 
Thetford Road, New Malden, in 
April. All three children had spinal 
muscular atrophy, a genetic muscu¬ 
lar disease causing the gradual dete¬ 
rioration of nerve cells, leading to 
loss of mobility, respiratory prob¬ 
lems and, in severe cases, death dur¬ 
ing childhood. 

This week prosecutors dropped all 
three murder charges against the 
mother of four, accepting her plea of 
manslaughter on the grounds of di¬ 
minished responsibility. 

The court heard how Clarence 
found caring for the three children 


“exhausting, distressing and debili¬ 
tating”, and “wanted to end their 
suffering”. 

Her husband Gary, who was in the 
couple’s native South Africa 
with their eldest daughter at the 
time of the deaths, attended Mon¬ 
day’s hearing. 

Clarence will be sentenced next 
month. 

A serious case review has also 
been launched into the deaths, ex¬ 
amining Kingston Council’s in¬ 
volvement with the Clarence family, 
as well as other agencies. 

Sylvia Chew, Kingston Council’s 
director of children’s social care, 
said: “We will ensure that any learn¬ 
ing from this review is incorporated 
into our work with children with 
disabilities and their families.” 

Meanwhile, Kingston’s lead mem¬ 
ber for children has urged any 
under-pressure parents and carers 
of disabled family members to seek 
support.

New chapter for library nights

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A new library is set to open in 
Kingston town centre - but it 
is unlikely you will be told to 
keep the noise down. 

Nightclub Ama-gi closed its 
doors for the final time last 
week, and will re-open later 
this month following a 
£100,000 refurbishment. 

The High Street club will be 
rebranded as Library, and 
run by former Oceana man¬ 
ager Steve Fleury. 

Mr Fleury, who also owns 
the Acorn 20 bar in Rich¬ 
mond Road, said: “We aim to 
give you incredible nights out 
in a safe and relaxed 
environment. 

“The refit is the most exten¬ 
sive the venue has ever had 
and when I was in with the 
builders this morning, there 
was nothing but a shelf left. 


“This is great news for 
Kingston and gives variety to 
our night-time economy.” 

Mr Fleury was in charge of 
Oceana 10 years ago, when he 
vowed to cut down on alco¬ 
hol-related trouble associat¬ 
ed with the club. 

He had left the club before 
clubber Jamie Sanderson, 20, 
was stabbed to death there in 

2012, and the venue was re¬ 
named Pryzm - a rebrand 
that drew comment over its 
unfortunate similarity to the 
word “prison”. 

Mr Fleury has also taken 
over as operator of newly-re¬ 
opened Barcadia, which had 
its licence revoked in Jan¬ 
uary after a customer was 
glassed on Christmas Eve 

2013. 

The Clarence Street venue, 
which is opposite Pryzm, 
stayed open as a pop-up burg¬ 
er bar, before being handed 
back its licence last month. 
Barcadia is also expected to

undergo a rebrand shortly. 

Both venues are owned by 
Huseyin Sanli who said: “I 
just want to do something 


different in Kingston - more 
of a reason to go out than just 
drinking and dancing. 

“You find these kinds of 


places in Shoreditch and the 
East End and they are really 
fun.” 

Mr Sanli promised Barca¬ 
dia, once it is rebranded, 
would have a more “Shored¬ 
itch-like feel”. 

He said he was considering 
including stand-up comedi¬ 
ans at both venues and that 
Library would “definitely 
have bookshelves”. 

Library is expected to open 
later this month. 

Ama-gi was one of 
Kingston’s least problematic 
nightclubs, although in 2010 a 
porn star from Birmingham 
was fined for punching the 
club’s then manager, after 
she was taken out of the 
venue for flashing her 
breasts. 

It also successfully applied 
for a sex establishment 
license in January 2013 to 
allow for pole dancing, 
striptease and lap dancing 
shows at the venue.

Sylvia Chew, Kingston 
Council’s director of chil¬ 
dren’s social care, said:

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Murder charges against a 
New Malden mother who 
killed her three disabled chil¬ 
dren “to end their suffering” 
have been dropped. 

Tania Clarence, 42, suffo¬ 
cated twins Ben and Max, 
three, and Olivia, four, who 
all had spinal muscular atro¬ 
phy, at their home in Thet- 
ford Road in April. 

She had admitted 
manslaughter in July on the 
grounds of diminished re¬ 
sponsibility, and at the Old 
Bailey on Monday prosecu¬ 
tors accepted the plea. 

Prosecutor Zoe Johnson QC 
told the court Clarence had 
been examined by two 
psychiatrists. 

She said: “Both psychia¬ 
trists agree that when Tania 
Clarence killed her three 
children she was suffering 
from a major depressive 
episode which impaired her 
ability to form a rational 
judgement. 

“Mrs Clarence killed her 
children because she was de¬ 
pressed and because she 
wanted to end their 
suffering.” 

She added Clarence had “a 


long and firmly-held belief 
that the quality of her chil¬ 
dren’s lives was more impor¬ 
tant than their longevity”. 

Jeff Sturman, defending, 
said Clarence found caring 
for the three children “ex¬ 
hausting, distressing [and] 
debilitating”. 

He added she “bitterly re¬ 
gretted” killing them, and 
dearly loved them. 

Clarence had attempted 
suicide after killing the chil¬ 
dren, the court heard. 

She did not attend the hear¬ 
ing before Mr Justice 
Sweeney, but her husband 
Gary Clarence was present, 
wearing a dark suit and red 
tie. 

Originally from South 
Africa, the Clarence family 
moved to New Malden from 


Southfields last year. 

On April 22 this year, 
Clarence was arrested on 
suspicion of murder after the 
children’s bodies were dis¬ 
covered at the five-bedroom 
family home, which had been 
extensively renovated to 
allow for their needs. 

Her husband was in South 
Africa with their eldest child 
at the time. 

Clarence was initially taken 
to hospital for treatment for 
cuts, before being charged 
with murder two days 
later. 

She was remanded to a se¬ 
cure hospital, which cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
under the Mental Health Act. 
She will be sentenced at a 
hearing on Friday, November

Annys Darkwa, 53, from the Av¬ 
enue in Surbiton, was nearly 
twice over the drink-drive limit 
and speeding at 40mph in a 
30mph zone when she crashed 
her Peugeot 207 into a man and a 
woman at a pelican crossing on 
January 18 this year. 

Both victims were left with life- 
threatening and life-changing 
injuries. 

The man suffered arm and leg 
fractures and the woman inter¬ 
nal and leg injuries, after Dark¬ 
wa drove into them at the East 
Hill junction of Alma Road in 
Wandsworth. 

Darkwa was jailed for four 
years at Kingston Crown Court 
on October 2, after admitting two 
counts of causing injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving and another 
count of driving under the influ¬ 
ence. 

She was was also banned from 


driving for 10 years. 

Chief Inspector John Oldham, 
from the Metropolitan Police’s 
roads and transport policing 
command, said: “This was a to¬ 
tally selfish, reckless and irre¬ 
sponsible act that has left two 
members of the public with life¬ 
changing injuries. 

“I believe the sentence reflects 
the severity of this offence.” 

Steve Burton, Transport for 
London’s director of enforce¬ 
ment, said: “We are pleased to see 
this dangerous driver jailed and 
removed from our roads.” 

Darkwa is a reformed drug ad¬ 
dict and founder of Vision Hous-. 
ing, based in Wandsworth, 
which helps re-home ex¬ 
offenders on their re¬ 
lease from prison. 

She conceived of the 
idea while in prison 
herself, for attempt¬ 
ing to smuggle a drug 
shipment through an 
airport. 

The social enterprise, 
which was originally ^ 
based in St Helier. 
launched in 
2007 and

more than 500 ex-offenders. 

Darkwa’s community work has 
seen her made a fellow of 
Ashoka, a global network of so¬ 
cial entrepreneurs, while she 
won the Redemption and Justice 
Awards for Innovation last year. 

Her profile on Vision Housing 
states: “People feel exposed on 
their release from prison. They 
are susceptible and at risk of 
being drawn back into their old 
ways of life. 

“For many, it’s the only way of 
living they know. I know from 
personal experience that those 
first few hours are vital in reduc¬ 
ing the risk of reoffending 
because you can soon 
become exposed to 
your old contacts and 
then you find your- 
■ self back in the 
offending trap.”

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Wife pays warm tribute 
to one-armed gardener 


The wife of a one-armed gar¬ 
dener has paid tribute to her 
“inspirational” husband fol¬ 
lowing his death. 

Alex Di Piazza worked as a 
council groundsman for 
more than 25 years, after 
moving from Sicily when he 
was 18. 

Over the years he worked at 
Cuddington Rec in Worcester 
Park, Royston Park in Sutton 
and Poulter Park, in 
Mitcham. 

The father-of-two, who 
leaves behind five grandchil¬ 
dren and one great-grand¬ 
child, was 67 when he died 
from lung cancer on Septem¬ 
ber 26. 

Mr Di Piazza, who also had 
a brain tumour, lost most of 
his right arm in a motorbike 
crash on Chelsea Bridge in 
1968. 

Though he could complete 
most gardening tasks with 
one arm, he would also use 
detachable gadgets in place 
of his missing limb - such as 
a metal hook to hold up 


wires, and a clamp to grip his 
shovel. 

His wife Susan, 60, said: “He 
absolutely adored gardening. 
He was the kind of person 
who would rather be at work 
than be on holiday. 

“Alex was absolutely amaz¬ 
ing with one hand - he could 
tie his shoe laces, and even 
blow up a balloon and tie a 
knot it in. He was inspira¬ 
tional, and never saw himself 
as disabled. He was always 
upbeat.” 

Mr Di Piazza moved to Car- 
shalton Beeches in 1965, 
meeting Susan six years later 
in Epsom, having already lost 
his right arm. 

She continued: “We were 
visiting a mutual friend in 
Ashtead and the pair of us hit 
it off straight away. We were 
married a year later.” 

Mr Di Piazza retired in 2012, 
having secured four Green 
Flag awards for his employer 
Sutton Council and winning 
two Silver Gilt awards in 
London in Bloom.

Developers have handed an 
ultimatum to planning chiefs 
over a long-running proposal 
for a former prison and World 
War I interrogation centre. 

Property consultants GL 
Hearn has appealed to the 
Planning Inspectorate to 
make a decision on plans to 
turn Latchmere House, on 
the borders of Richmond and 
Kingston, into housing. 

Developers Berkeley sub¬ 
mitted two applications to 
both Kingston and Richmond 
Councils - a preferred 
scheme for 73 new homes and 
an alternative proposal for 89. 

While Kingston approved 
both schemes on the condi¬ 
tion that affordable housing 
was provided within Rich¬ 
mond’s half of the site, Rich¬ 
mond Council has yet to 
make a decision.

GL Hearn, on behalf of 
Berkeley, has now removed 
the 89-home option from 
Richmond’s hands and 
handed it to the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

But in a letter to residents, 
GL Hearn director Nick 
Jones said the opportunity 
for Richmond to approve the 
smaller scheme was still on 
the table. 

Mr Jones wrote: “We have 
had to consider carefully how 
best to ensure we secure a 


positive result as quickly as 
possible given we have been 
so significantly delayed. 

“We have decided to remove 
the decision for the 89-home 
scheme from Richmond and 
have appealed to the Plan¬ 
ning Inspector to make the 
decision instead. 

“This may take some time, 
and as we would still prefer to 
build the 73-home scheme, we 
have left this decision in the 
hands of Richmond, who can 
still make a positive decision 


on this scheme.” 

Latchmere Lane resident 
Andree Frieze said she be¬ 
lieved the developers were 
trying to push a decision 
through before a community 
infrastructure levy was intro¬ 
duced in November, which 
would make the development 
more costly. 

She said: “The residents 
here were happy when the 
building was a prison. 

“The roads can’t cope with 
the traffic another housing 
estate would bring.” 

Kingston Councillor David 
Cunningham, from Tudor 
ward, said: “It is very unfor¬ 
tunate it is taking such a long 
time for this to be resolved. 

“This scheme has been the 
most consulted upon scheme 
than any other scheme that I 
can think of.” 

He said the heritage of the 
site would be retained via a 
permanent exhibition of 
Latchmere House’s history in 
Tudor library.

Staff member cautioned by police after lashing out at fellow worker 

Charity shop volunteer 
assaulted by colleague

A charity shop worker has 
been cautioned for allegedly 
punching a colleague while 
customers browsed after 
apparently becoming upset 
about her holiday 
entitlement. 

Janice Dixon, 50, from 
Worcester Park, lashed out at 
volunteer Frances Guillemin 
at the Fara charity shop in 
New Malden High Street. 

Mrs Guillemin, 63, a retired 
hairdresser with arthritis, 
has not returned to work at 
the store since the assault. 

She said: “She hit me so 
hard it made me lose my 
balance. It has upset me 


terribly. I have never fallen 
out with anybody in that 
shop before. 

“She was just so angry and 
I just happened to be there. 

“I loved that charity and I 
was happy to give up my time 
for it. It is just unfortunate 
that I can’t help out doing 
something I love anymore.” 

Mrs Guillemin said Dixon 
was upset over not getting 
the holiday time she wanted. 

The mother-of-one, from 
Georgia Road in New 
Malden, had been volunteer¬ 
ing at the shop four days a 
week for nearly six years. 

She is also a volunteer 
for the British Heart 
Foundation. 

Dixon, a paid member 
of staff, made a “full and 
frank” admission when 


police officers arrested and 
cautioned her following the 
assault on September 1, at 
about 3.45pm. 

She has been allowed to 
keep her job. 

A police spokeswoman said 
although there were no wit¬ 
nesses there was a dispute 
over whether the assault was 
a punch or a shove. 

She said: “Following an in¬ 
cident at a charity shop in 
New Malden a 50 year-old 
woman from Worcester Park 
received a police caution for 
common assault. 

“The victim, who works as 
a volunteer for the charity, 
was involved with a disagree¬ 
ment with a paid member of 
staff from the shop. 

“As a result the suspect 
was arrested for common 


assault. She made a full and 
frank admission in interview 
and received a caution.” 

The spokeswoman said the 
investigation was now closed 
unless new information was 
received. 

A spokesman from Fara’s 
head office said: “We spoke 
to both people involved and 
dealt with it at shop level. 
Both are dedicated members 
of the team. As far as the vol¬ 
unteer is concerned, she was 
a very long-serving member 
of the team who had been 
with us for a few years. She 
made the decision not to stay 
on in the shop. 

“We take anything regard¬ 
ing staff in the shop very se¬ 
riously and we dealt with it 
internally as a disciplinary 
matter.”

Car dealer accused of 
misleading customers 


Whistling bin man fired 


A New Malden-based used 
car dealership owner has de¬ 
nied lying to customers 
about the number of miles 
each car had racked up. 

Farman Tayebi, from Put¬ 
ney, who owns Direct Car 
Sales in Burlington Road, ap¬ 
peared at Kingston Crown 
Court on Friday, October 3, 
to face 10 unfair trading stan¬ 
dard counts against him and 
10 against his company. 

Mr Tayebi is accused of 
misleading customers with 
false information and engag¬ 
ing in reckless commercial 
practice. 

At his New Malden branch 
in May 2013 Mr Tayebi is al¬ 
leged to have sold a used Peu¬ 
geot that had travelled 77,627 


miles to a customer, who was 
wrongly told it had only been 
as far as 37,000 miles. 

He is also alleged to have 
handed out invoices and 
sales contracts to customers 
confirming the vehicles they 
had wanted were “sold as 
seen”, influencing their 
transactional decisions. 

The charges date from June 
16, 2012, to April 28, 2014, and 
include trading offences al¬ 
legedly committed by Mr 
Tayebi or the company at its 
Coombe Road, Croydon, or 
New Malden branches. 

A trial will begin on July 6 
next year.

A bin man working for 
Kingston Council has been 
dismissed after a 13-year-old 
girl claimed he blew kisses 
and wolf-whistled at her.

the man, said: “Following our 
investigation we have identi¬ 
fied the real culprit - an 
agency loader - who has been 
dismissed from the Kingston 
contract and excluded from 
working on any other Veolia 
contracts.” 

The company said at the 
time: “We expect our staff 
to act as ambassadors for 
the company and the 
council, and we are remind¬ 
ing all employees of their 
responsibilities. 

“We would like to apologise 
for any distress these inci¬ 
dents have caused.” 

A second woman also al¬ 
leged catcalling by bin men, 
by using Twitter to contact 
the council. 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “We take 
this very seriously.”

PASSENGER’S DISTRESS: Transport for London offers ‘sincere apologies’ to wheelchair user 


trapped on bus after ramp fails

A woman using a motorised 
wheelchair was trapped on a 
Kingston bus for an hour after 
an electric ramp failed. 

Katie Mason, 24, decided to 
catch an early bus from her 
care home in Claygate to 
Kingston College, where she is 
an access to nursing student. 

But she ended up at 
Cromwell Road bus station, 
with staff trying to find some¬ 
where to park the bus where a 
replacement ramp - borrowed 
from Kingston train station - 
would allow her to alight. 

She said: “It’s quite a fre¬ 
quent event on the K3. Often a 
ramp will not come out and it 
causes a problem, holding up 
the bus. People get impatient 
and I get embarrassed. 

“I know I’m not the only per¬ 
son who experiences it. It’s a 
big problem that needs to be 
highlighted.” 

Miss Mason, who had osteo¬ 
porosis diagnosed in 2010, said 
that bus drivers sometimes 
pass right by her, or if they do 
stop, expect her to wait for the 
next bus if prams are taking 
up space inside. 

The former university stu¬ 
dent, who has returned to edu¬ 
cation and now has regained 



some limited mobility, said: 
“They didn’t really care that I 
had to get back to my stop. 

“The whole experience has 
left me questioning whether to 
use the bus again. 

“I think there are many so¬ 
lutions, and if they actually 
asked the people who used the 
services how to solve them 
they might actually work. 

“If they had a smaller ramp 
at the bus station and it hap¬ 
pened again they would at 
least have a way of getting 
people off. 

“You can’t rely on the train 
station.” 

Ken Davidson, head of 
Transport for London’s bus 
operations, said: “We would 
like to offer our sincere apolo¬ 
gies to the passenger who was 
unable to alight from a K3 bus 
at her chosen stop. 

“Every bus in the capital’s 
fleet is low floor and 
wheelchair accessible, with 
the wheelchair ramps checked 
every day before each bus en¬ 
ters service. 

“This means that incidents 
of this nature, while highly 
regrettable, are thankfully 
very rare. 

“We will ask the operator of 
route K3, Abellio, to investi¬ 
gate this incident as a matter 
of urgency.” 

Abellio did not respond to a 
request for comment.

World War II veterans were 
presented with medals mark¬ 
ing their service protecting 
aid convoys to Russia. 

Jim Baynes and Ken Watson 
visited the Russian embassy 
in London to receive the 
medals from ambassador 
Alexander Vladimirovich 
Yakovenko. 

Mr Baynes, 91, of Raeburn 
Avenue, Berrylands, said: “He 
made a very nice speech and 
presented it personally to ev¬ 
eryone. There were 30 of us. 

“They were very hospitable 
and very kind - we had a very 
nice day. 

“I cannot emphasise too 
much the hospitality and the 
great relationship, which em¬ 
anated at the embassy. It real¬ 
ly is a wonderful gesture on 
their part.” 

During the war Royal Navy 
vessels protected supply ships 
in convoys to the Russian 
ports of Murmansk and 
Archangelsk. 

Mr Baynes joined the Arctic 
convoys, aboard frigate HMS 
Anguilla, not long before the 
war ended. 

He added: “I had just 
come back from being 
in the Mediterranean for 


two-and-a-half years. I came 
back when my ship was 
sunk.” 

After recuperating from 
burns suffered when his pre¬ 
vious ship, the corvette HMS 
Erica, struck a mine heading 
towards Alexandria, Mr 
Baynes was shipped off to the 
Russian convoys - “hot and 
cold”, he said. 

Mr Watson, 88, of Princes 
Avenue, Tolworth, said: “I’m 
so proud we were presented 


with it. Everyone who got 
them, and I have been in con¬ 
tact with one or two chaps I 
know, they’re all over¬ 
whelmed with the medal.” 

Mr Watson served aboard 
escort carrier HMS Vindex, a 
converted merchant vessel. 

He was “P-1 pom-pom”, 
manning a gun on the port 
side of the ship. 

He said: “You were scanning 
180 degrees on one side of the 
ship, seeing if there were any 


U-boats coming up that could 
blow the convoy up. 

“One time we were the flag¬ 
ship of the convoy - we had a 
vice-admiral on board. 

“It was very interesting, es¬ 
pecially at night when you 
saw the Northern Lights. 

“You never thought too 
much of it at the time because 
you were so young. To think 
they spend thousands of 
pounds nowadays to see the 
Northern Lights.”

Not a siege in Gaza 


Regarding the letters from 
Messrs Hamel and Jamal (No an¬ 
gels and No peace until equality 
issues are addressed, September 
26), there is no “siege” of Gaza. 

A siege is when nothing or no 
one is allowed to enter or depart, 
which is not the case in Gaza. 

There are border controls by 
both Egypt and Israel seeking to 
prevent the entry of weapon¬ 
making materials into Gaza, and 
to stop the movement of 
terrorists. 

Despite these measures, Hamas 
built attack tunnels using con¬ 
crete imported from Israel in¬ 
tended for building houses, 
schools and hospitals. 

The blockade was only intro¬ 
duced in 2007 after Hamas took 
control of Gaza, and was the re¬ 
sult of persistent rocket strikes 
on Israel. 

Prior to that, Gazans were able 
freely to enter Israel to work, and 
at one time there was a thriving 
industrial zone straddling the Is¬ 
rael/Gaza border, providing 
thousands of jobs. 

Sadly, this beneficial joint-en¬ 
terprise was forced to close after 
successive deadly Palestinian at¬ 
tacks on it. But to this day, truck- 
loads of goods enter Gaza almost 


daily and this even continued 
throughout the recent conflict, 
except when militants’ missiles 
targeting the border crossings 
forced them to close. 

The treatment in Israeli hospi¬ 
tals of thousands of Palestinians 
from Gaza and the West Bank 
continues. 

I would expect Kingston Peace 
Council to take issue with the 
Hamas Charter (Article 7), which 
seeks the destruction not only of 
Israel, but of Jews worldwide. 

Mr Hamel states that Hamas’ 
rockets are “of mainly nuisance 
value”. The parents of four-year- 
old Daniel Tragerman, killed by a 
missile fired from Gaza, and the 
families of other Israelis killed, 
maimed and injured by the 25,000 
plus rockets and mortars fired in¬ 
discriminately from Gaza, would 
disagree. 

It was only Israel’s defensive 
measures, notably Iron Dome 
and provision of bomb shelters 
that prevented higher casualty 
numbers. 

If members of the Peace Coun¬ 
cil and their children had 15 sec¬ 
onds to reach a shelter several 
times a day and were terrified in 
case shrapnel hit them, would 
they still consider the rockets a 


mere “nuisance”? 

I dispute Mr Jamal’s claim that 
“Palestinians” (actually Arab-Is- 
raelis) living in Israel are denied 
full equality. All Israeli citizens 
have equal rights and conse¬ 
quently there are Arab, Bedouin 
and Druze Israelis serving in all 
walks of life. 

It is the Palestinians living in 
Jordan, Lebanon, Egypt and 
other Arab countries who suffer 
real discrimination, with many 
denied citizenship. 

The BBC’s head of statistics 
wrote regarding the recent con¬ 
flict that “caution was needed 
with Gaza casualty figures”. 

A large number of those 
claimed as “civilians” have sub¬ 
sequently been identified by 
Hamas itself as militants, and 
some of these fighters were also 
misleadingly classified as 
“children”. 

I noted the criticism of previous 
correspondents who withheld 
their contact details; it is precise¬ 
ly because those seeking to de¬ 
fend Israel receive vitriolic 
abuse and even death threats 
that I ask to withhold 
mine.

Sharp truth 
from nature 

Alison Fure (Why turn nature 
site into a theme park? Septem¬ 
ber 26) reveals a detailed knowl¬ 
edge of the flora and fauna of 
Tolworth Court Farm. 

However, one needs to fully un¬ 
derstand the psychology of that 
common subspecies: homo sapi¬ 
ens busybodyensis. 

An overgrown plot next to an 
infants’ school, where a house 
had burned down a generation 
earlier, was taken over by the 
parents’ association - the plan 
was to transform it as a nature 
reserve for the instruction of the 
young. 

They set to work with shears 
and machetes to clear the under¬ 
growth and establish picnic 
tables. 

When it was pointed out they 
had removed nine tenths of the 
natural habitat, the reply was: 
“But the little ones might get 
scratched by thorns.” 

Being scratched by thorns and 
bitten by insects, or indeed mam¬ 
mals and reptiles, is all part of 
learning about nature.

T he tale of a trapped 
miner has struck a 
chord with audi¬ 
ences across the country 
and garnered praise for 
its poignant portrayal of 
the horrors of the Great 
War. 

The Trench, from Les 
Enfants Terribles, follows 
a miner stuck underneath 
a sodden trench through 
music, mime, puppetry 
and live-action acting. 

The company says of 
the miner’s tale: “As 
the horror threatens to 
engulf him, he finds that 
not everything in the 
darkness is what 
it seems as he starts to 
discover a new, strange 


world beneath the mud 
and death. 

“Setting off on an epic 
journey of salvation, the 
boundaries between reali¬ 
ty and fantasy blur as he 
questions what’s real, 
what’s not and whether it 
even matters.” 

One man particularly 
drawn to the story is mu¬ 
sician Alexander Wolfe, 
who wrote the original 
score for the play.

According to a recent survey by 
HSBC, a buy-to-let property in 
perfect condition will make a 
better investment than one 
requiring renovation. 

But is that really the case and 
how much notice should 
landlords take of surveys and 
statistics when choosing their 
ideal buy-to-let property? 

Leaders' investor network 
account manager, Charis Henn, 
has examined the findings. She 
said: "The research found that 
landlords who purchase a buy-to- 
let property requiring no 
renovation receive an average 
yield of 5.4 per cent, compared 
with a yield of 4.4 per cent 
received by those who purchase a 
property that requires extensive 
refurbishment. 

"It also showed that a buy-to- 
let property in perfect condition 
and ready to let costs 43 per cent 
more than one requiring 
renovation, but will be the better 
long-term investment because it 


will achieve higher yields. These 
findings are interesting, however, 
landlords should be cautious 
when reviewing research like this 
because every property and area 
is different and needs to be 
considered on its own merits. It is 
dangerous to generalise when it 
comes to making investment 
decisions. 

"Bearing in mind the greater 
outlay for a property in perfect 
condition, it would take an 
investor a longer period of time 
to recuperate the extra money 
spent than if a cheaper property 
was bought and refurbished. 

"There would also be more 
pressure to secure a long-term 
tenant to avoid losing money 
through void periods and 
re-letting costs. 

"In order to justify the higher 
level of rent and satisfy tenant's 
expectations, the landlord would 
need to regularly invest in 
maintaining and updating the 
property to keep the same high 


standard. Some landlords would 
prefer to avoid this kind of 
pressure. 

"The financial situation and 
priorities of each individual 
investor should be what influence 
their choice of investment 
property, not studies and 
statistics which show only 
general patterns and trends. 

"The location and property type 
will also influence the decisions 
you make. A four bedroom house 
in a rural area - even in perfect 
condition - is not likely to let as 
quickly or to be occupied as 
consistently as one or two 
bedroom town or city centre 
apartment with access to good 
employers and transport links. 

"The bottom line is that each 
property must be considered on 
its own merits, taking into 
account purchase price, projected 
yield, the cost of refurbishments, 
any borrowing costs and the 
investors own financial situation 
and priorities."

Applications for a new phase 
of the Green Deal Home 
Improvement Fund, designed to 
help people make energy saving 
improvements to their home, 
will open to households before 
the end of November. 

Further details including 
terms and conditions, rates and 
all measures to be covered will 
be announced next month. 

Energy and Climate Change 
Secretary, Ed Davey said: "More 


money means more people can 
live in warmer, greener homes 
sooner." 

Energy and Climate Change 
minister Amber Rudd added: 
"Over three quarters of a million 
homes have already had energy 
saving improvements installed 
as a result of the Energy 
Company Obligation and Green 
Deal schemes and it makes 
sense to help even more 
families install measures so they 
see the benefits of lower bills." 

The £100 million announced 
this month is in addition to the 
£450 million allocated to 
household energy efficiency 
over three years, which was 
announced in December 2013.

Hybrids on a high 

Hybrid cars now make up almost a 
quarter of Toyota's sales in the UK, 
the firm has announced. 

Thanks to huge increases in sales 
figures for the British-built Auris 
Hybrid and good results for the new 
Aygo and low-C02 RAV4, Toyota GB 
is up 4.5 per cent versus last year. In 
total, 22.5 per cent of those sales 
were petrol-electric hybrids. 

The Auris Hybrid has sold 20.6 per 
cent more units than at this point in 
2013, and its popularity has grown 
to include almost half of all Auris 
sales in the UK.
